CURIOUS PICTURE SUIT. 



A curious picture case was fought 
out in the Supreme Court last week, 
when Mr. Fleming Tuckerman was, 
after a jury trial of two days, awarded 
the portrait of Benjamin Franklin at- 
tributed to Benjamin West, and which 
he claimed to have loaned the Calumet 
Club in 1883. Although it is under- 
stood that the Calumet Club as an or- 
ganization did not favor the contesting 
of Mr. Tuckerman's claim, especially 
as he held the receipt for the canvas 
signed by a former president of the 
club, the late James Brown Lord, some 
nine years ago, the claim was contest- 
ed in the name of the club, and con- 
siderable feeling and bitterness was 
shown in the testimony of the wit- 
nesses on either side. No officer of the 
club appeared in the court room, and 
the jury after five minutes rendered 
a verdict that the club should either re- 
turn the portrait to Mr. Tuckerman or 
pay him the sum of $2,240 on a valua- 
tion of $2,000 and interest. There were 
some amusing incidents during the 
trial. The chief witnesses for Mr. 
Tuckerman were Carroll Beckwith and 
the editor of this journal, both of 
whom testified that the portrait was 
one of merit and might safely be at- 
tributed to Benjamin West. Mr. 
Townsend was compelled by counsel 
for the plaintiff to deliver a lecture to 
the jury, and the crowded court room 
with the portrait before him^ as to 
how experts arrived at conclusions re- 
garding the validity of pictures. The 
lesson of the case was that owners of 
cherished family art treasures who 
loan them to clubs or public institu- 
tions should be careful to have proper 
receipts and to have these renewed 
from time to time, as with changing 
boards of administration and through 
a course of years the original terms of 
a loan or gift are often forgotten.

The Henri School of Art, in the 
Broadway Arcade Building, is thor- 
oughly equipped with every conveni- 
ence lor stuaents, and work is in full 
swing there. Mr. Henri considers him- 
self most fortunate in finding such ex- 
cellent accommodations, with good 
light and a spacious room, in the stiort 
time he had to secure a suitable place. 
Thirty-six new easels are in use in the 
portrait class. Large framed photo- 
graphs of old masters adorn the walls, 
and Mr. Henri's faithful followers seem 
happy and contented in their new quar- 
ters. In addition to the portrait class 
there is a men's evening life and com- 
position class, a morning life class and 
an afternoon composition class. 

In reference to the recent disagree- 
ment between himself and the trustees 
of the New York School of Art, Mr. 
Henri made the following statement to 
an ART NEWS representative: "The 
trouble dates back to last spring," he 
said^ "when I received two-checks for 
$424, a balance due me, before I- sailed 
for Spain. These checks, which were 
dated August and September by ar- 
rangement with me, were not honored 
at the bank when presented. On my 
return to America in 'October I de- 
manded an explanation about the 
checks, requesting at the same time 
that the money be paid me,' saying I 
would discontinue my services at the 
school if the matter was not settled. 
The management begged me to wait, 
saying that they were short of funds, 
and asking me to accept two notes for 
the $425 — one to come due next April 
and the other in September. With this 
and with promises of regular monthly 
settlemenls in the future I decided to 
remain rather than to disturb my pu- 
pHs," a numbei: of whom Jiad come from 
other cities to study in my classes. 
The 'promises were not kept, and when 
the school .was again indebted to me 
for $500, plus the $425, I demanded a 
setflement. ;Mr. D. J. Connoh, presi- 
dent of the school, oflfered me a sum 
considerably less than this amount, 
which I declined. I retired temporar- 
ily from the school, although not sev- 
ering my relations with it, awaiting a 
settlement. This was an agreement be- 
tween the directors and me, untiLthey 
could pay me. . , 

"I did not wish to harm the school," 
continued Mr. Henri, "nor did I men- 
tion it to any representative of the 
press until after I had read stories of 
the affair in the daily papers as com- 
ing from the directors of the school. 
But I wish the art public to know the 
exact truth of the affair, and. I am glad 
to have this opportunity of presenting 
my side of the case through the AM- 
ERICAN ART NEWS." 



WASHINGTON (D. C.) 



There have been rumors that the Art 
Institute of Chica^o^ the Albright Gal- 
lery of Buffalo and the Carnegie Insti- 
tute of Pittsburg, have all asked for the 
Saint Gaudefis exhibit, iDUt whether or 
not it will be sent to any of these cities 
after it leaves here has not been defi- 
nitely decided.

If those who are deeply interested in 
the plan, certain of the merit of Saint 
Gaudens' work and eager to do him 
lasting honor, should each contribute a 
reasonable amount, it could readily be 
?xcomplished. And it is worth the ef- 
fort and the cost."

HISTORICAL SOCIETY GIFTS. 



A marine battle piece, the "Escape 
of the Constitution, 'Old Ironsides,' 
commanded by Commodore Isaac 
Hull, from a fleet of five British men- 
of-war in the war of 1812," by Thomas 
Birch, has been presented to the New 
York Historical Society. The picture 
was ordered by Commodore Hull after 
the war, but before it was finished the 
commodore was ordered to sea, and 
eventually the artist sold the picture to 
George Bruce. 

It has been in possession of the 
Bruce family ever since, and at the 
recent death of Miss Catherine Wolf 
Bruce was bequeathed in her will to 
the historical society. Another paint- 
ing, a portrait of George Bruce, by 
Daniel Huntington, is also a bequest 
by Miss Bruce. The society now has 
seven canvases by Daniel Huntington. 



An attractive show of ten portraits 
by August FTanzen is on view .in the 
Reinhardt galleries.

SIR PURDON CLARKE'S VIEWS. 



In our correspondence column this 
week Leon Dabo, the artist, takes de- 
cided exception to some views on art 
and especially on pictures, recently ex- 
pressed by Sir Caspar Purdon Clarke, 
director of the Metropolitan Museum, 
and which were republished in our last 
issue from that staid and old family 
newspaper, the NewYork Evening Post. 

Mr, Dabo seems to take Sir Purdon 
seriously and we fear criticizes him as 
a museum director, with some of that 
caustic which artists are wont to resent 
when used by art critics as to their 
works. We are yet unable to believe 
that Sir Purdon was not joking. He 
is a delightful personality, bubbling 
over with good humor and particularl> 
happy at a banquet. In fact, we like 
him better as a guest of honor at \f 
banquet and in what might be called 
a decorative capacity, than as a mu- 
seum director. But we like him, and 
be has popularized the museum as far 
as growing attendance gives evidence. 
But Sir Purdon, do you really believe 
that Bierstadt's "Rocky Mountain" is 
the best picture in the museiim? 



Further and closer study of the exhi- 
bitions of modern contemporary Ger- 
man art now at the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum only confirms to the writer the 
judgment he expressed last week after 
his first and, general survey of the dis- 
play. This was to the effect that al- 
though these canvases represent that 
strength and force which are the essen- 
tial characteristics of modern Germany 
and its people and of their thought and 
life, they do not and will not appeal to 
the American art public, educated in 
the traditions of the later French 
school, and the work of the modern 
Dutch painters and their own Ameri- 
can portraitists and landscapists, to a 
delicacy and refinement of treatment, a 
sentiment and feeling and a decorative 
quality, almost and entirely lacking in 
the great majority of these works. 

There is regrettable absence of taste 
both in choice of subject, treatment and 
arrangement, in most of the pictures, 
and although the newer men, notably 
the Munich secessionists and certain 
original painters here and there, pro- 
duce canvases influenced by older art- 
ists of other lands «which have some of 
the qualities that appeal to American! 
art lovers, their works, while interest-; 
ing, are hardly what might be called 
attractive from the American stand- 
point. When they go into decoration 
they paint heavily and without that 
dainty touch which decorative pictures 
absolutely require. 

Some Missing Men. 

Bui it is perhaps hardly fair to criti- 
cise the display from either the art 
lover's or the dealer's standpoint — 
which last would be, of course, the 
salable quality of the works, for the 
exhibition was not formed necessarily 
for American art lovers^ or for com- 
mercial reasons, but to exemplify the 
art of modern Germany through and 
by the works of what competent com- 
mittees of selection have evidently 
considered its strongest exponents. 
Had the collection been formed more 
with the idea of attracting the public 
or appealing from the commercial 
standpoint, the works of such painters 
as Conrad Kiesel, Kowalski and Her- 
man Kaul'bach would have been 
shown, perhaps even the canvases of 
such lesser men as Papperitz, Lowith 
and Schmutzler, which have decided 
decorative quality, or again those of 
Ki*onberger, Schmitz, Gaisser and Ga- 
briel Max. 

But the discussion of what might 
have been is obviously futile now, and 
the exhibition as it stands, even with 
some painters not represented, who, if 
represented, might have lightened the 
heaviness of the display, and others 
represented not at their best, must be 
judged in fairness, with all deference 
to the general idea of its organizers. 
The Famous Quartette. 

The presence in the exhibition of ex- 
amples of such .Q:reat painters as von 
Menzel, Wm. Liebl, Franz Lenbach 
and Arnold Boecklin. who have now 
all passed, and of such living and 
strong painters as Liebermann, Arthur 
Kampf, Franz von Stuck, Hans 
Thoma, Adolph Munzer, von Zugel, 
Kaulhack, Fritz Erler, von Uhde and a 
fdw' others, would alone make the jour- 
ney to the exhibition worth while. New 
Yorkers know Lenbach through his 
portraits of Bismarck and of fair 
women, which have been shown here 
the last ten or fifteen years, and they 
know him for one of the strongest of 
modern portraitists and are glad to see 
him again represented in one of his 
'best presentments of the 'Tron Chan- 
cellor," his splendid head of Prof. 
Mommsen, and his fine nude, "Ec- 



] Stacy," but they know little or nothing 
of von Menzel, nothing at all of Lieble, 
and the great von Boecklin (a Swiss 
by the way and not a German) only 
through reproductions of his famous 
canvases as "The Isle of the Dead" and 
the "Vestal Virgins." It is a great op- 
portunity, therefore, that is here afford- 
ed to study such a canvas as the deli-, 
cious and delightful "Gymnase Thea- 
tre," by von Menzel, painted in 1854, 
and his "Ball Supper," painted about 
the same period, both remarkable inte- 
riors with figures, which may well have 
been the inspiration of the French 
Degas. No better representation of a 
crowded assembly with every figure in 
the foreground, beautifully individual- 
ized and yet painted with a breadth and 
dash that are surprising, could be im- 
agined than this last canvas. The best 
example of William Leible is the broad- 
ly painted, spiendid character study, 
"Bavarian Peasant Women." It can- 
not be said that von Boecklin, by many 
considered the greatest of the great 
quartette, is adequately represented, al- 
though his portrait of himself, repro- 
duced in the last issue of the ART 
NEWS, a portrait not agreeable to 
look at, with the presentment of death 
as a fiddler behind the painter is a won- 
derfully strong work. The two mer- 
maids of von Boecklin, although typi- 
cal and characteristic, are not as good 
as could be wished. 

Some Living Painters. 

Leaving the great quartette and has- 
tening on to the works of the living 
men, the most popular of these pict- 
ures, if any of ihem will ever be pop- 
ular with American art lovers, will be 
undoubtedly the works of those strong, 
realistic painters. Prof, von Zugel, j 
whose "Cattle Fording a Stream" was, 
reproduced in the last ART NEWS, 
and who also showed a splendid pic- 
ture of sheep ; Rudolph Schfatrini-Zit- 
tau, with his pictures of ducks and 
hens, wonderfully truthful ; Hans von 
Bartels, whose luminous and beautiful 
"Pardon— Brittany," delightfully ap- 
peals, and the portrait and figure paint- 
er, Arthur Kampf, who sends an admir- 
able portrait of the Kaiser, a fine figure 
composition entitled "Benevolence," 
And Max Liebermann, with his admira- 
ble portrait of Dr. Bode, and his inter- 
esting interior with figures, "Flax Barl 
in Laren ;" Fritz von Uhde, who paints 
Biblical subjects with his figures in 
modern garb, and whose best example 
is "Suffer Little Children to Come Unto 
Me," was known to an earlier genera- 
tion of American art lovers through 
Mr. Gustav Reichard and the late John 
Hodges, who imported his works 25 
years ago. 

The Landscapists. 

The landscapists represented in the 
display and who are Bergmann, Oscar 
Frenzel, Benno Becker, Hanz Herr- 
mann, Eugen Kampf, Karl Schonleber, 
Hans Thoma, do not give us a very 
good idea of the importance of German 
landscape art, for their canvases, from 
our point of view, are flat and more like 
maps than pictures and lacking in at- 
mosphere and tonal qualities, while the 
snow pictures are indeed heavy and the 
snow is more like wool than the snow 
we know. 

Franz von Stuck. 

Franz von Stuck is at his best in this 
display in his portrait of himself. His 
curious allegorical "Infernal Regions," 
"Pan and Listening Fauns," are livid 
and cold in color, utterly deficient in 
beauty and attractiveness, and yet 
Stuck is almost worshipped in Germany 
and has succeeded to the place of 
Boecklin in popular estimation there. 
There is almost sure to be a crowd of 
picture lovers in front of von Kaul 
bach's portraits of Miss Ruth St. Den- 
nis, the dancer, and Miss Geraldine 



Farrar, the singer, for these come 
nearer to our ideas of moderfi portrait- 
ure than any others in the display, and 
.theTportrait^'crf' a' "L^dyj-'-^by Reinhold 
Lepsms, and that of Dr. Schnitzler, by 
Leo Samberger, could give many a 
point to rnodern English and Ameri- 
can and even French portraitists. But 
further discussion of these, as well as 
other pictures in the exhibition, must 
be deferred until later.

DABO ON SIR PURDOlSr. 



Editor AMERICAN ART NEWS: 

Dear Sir: It is surely no exaggeration to 
state that the interview kindly accorded by 
Sir Pvirdon Clarke to the ''Evehirig . Post," 
which you reproduced in your last issue, is 
the most remarkable artistic creed that ever 
emanated from a museum director. It is not 
necessary to state here what the qualifica- 
tions of the supreme head of an art mu- 
seum shduld be, in fact I have hoped that 
the professional art critics of our daily 
press would attend to that trifling detail. 
With glee, I anticipated miich subtle humor, 
keen, slashing and cutting sarcasm from 
the gentlemen of the press, all attacking 
the marvelous combination of assininity, 
impudence and bombastic ignorance which 
the little director proudly emitted as his 
art religion. But alas! nothing happened. 

The learned expounders and directors of 
our artistic conscience, whose especial 
God-given mission is to prove to the pub- 
lic that only the "Thirteen" are right — or 
ttieir bitter rivals, who permit only the 
"Depressionist" Trio to lay claim to the 
distinction of being saviours of American art 
by bringing a ray of sunshine into this 
otherwise worthless and morne atmosphere 
^all were silent. There was hope, how- 
ever— hope that the kind, suave gentlemen 
whose distinct province it is to convince 
us that, after all, the dear old Academy 
is the guardian and the janitor of the 
smudgy vestal whose little lamp burns only 
in Fifty-seventh street, might be heard 
from, at least in commendation, but noth- 
ing happened. There remained only the 
stately and ponderously erudite aesthet- 
icia.ns, whose attitude expresses ^itself in a 
beiiigri arid -'^cholaffly ' reiiksh' 6f 4he''littra- 
ture and criticism of many lands and more 
tongues— ^but all was discreet silence — 
nothing whatever occurred. Evidently all 
were satisfied that the imported baronet 
from Kensington had spoken "ex cathe- 
dra" with mitre, cope and staff — and ac- 
cording to canonical law. That settles it. 

I made some inquiries — and some foolish 
and ignorant people tell me that "Mr. 
Morgan" would be very much displeased 
if the great dailies attacked his dust-pan 
collector. Besides, Sir Purdon really has 
nothing to say in art matters at the Mu-. 
seum, his specialty being pots and pans 
and old keys of the 16th century; that 
after all his attitude towards the arts and 
crafts movement is sane; that our Grand 
Rapids furniture is improving under his 
guidance and fostering care; that our 
manufactures of war chariots show the wis- 
dom of his recent purchase ;of an old 
bronze scrapping cart." 

This may be very true, but the little 
fact remains that this ex-architectural ren- 
derer-awd- drsciple-of" Vrgirola- failed to study 
his Andrea Vesalius or he would not have 
posed as an expert in Mr. Cox's little 
specialty. This reminds me of Arnold 
Boecklin's expression of disgust, "I want 
art. not anatomy. 

Some of us, evidently foolish, believe 
that the director of a great museum should 
be conversant with the law that governs 
all intellectual and artistic manifestations^ 
evolution. Change-^aerhaps bette.r-r-p^r- 
haps retrogression — but evolution — it '"'is 
evident that had Millet lived in Fra An- 
gelico's time he would not have become a 
thorn in Sir Purdon's directorship. The 
smallness of mind, the narrowness of his 
views, as expressed oy him and published 
by a great daily newspaper, gives one the 
conviction that this gentleman's activities 
are misplaced. A director of the Metro- 
politan Museum of art with such views as 
expressed is a menace and a detriment to 
its success.

McCullough 
seems to have bought the most popular 
picture at each summer exhibition at 
the Royal Academy for many years. 
The admiration of the crowd was his 
sole criterion of excellence. His col- 
lection is to be auctioned shortly and 
the academicians, violating all. tra- 
ditions, have constituted his collectioa 
into the winter exhibition.
